- Thus treagon is likely not merely to es- 
cape punishment; it ceases to be a crime. 
Not merely is it no fonger infamous; it is 
an impossibility. If not committed in 
this instance, it manifestly never can be, 
and should be expunged from our statute- 
book, as it already virtually is from our 
judicature; snd should disappear from 
‘our vocabulary, as it has from out ideas. 
Thus the fearful drama of crime which has 
just been enacted waits only opportunity 
for re-enactment; but waits in an illusion 
of arrogated glory, snaring coming gen- 
erations in like manner to fraternal 
carnage and civil ruin. Manifestly, then, 
the present condition of the national mind 
is that of relaxation. It. may become 
worse. It is a mood of feebleness and of 
peril. It bears toward positive reaction. 
Not that we-are in danger of direct revolt 
gainst the principles vindicated in the 
war, or of an attempted reversal of our 
great'reform. Of thisallsane reactionists 
despair. A revolution may devour its 
children. Its leaders may be struck down 
by the hand of its foes, But the assassina- 
tion of an Orange or a Lincoln, the judi- 
cial murder of Barnayelat, or the massacre 
of a De Wit, or the guillotining of the Gi- 
ronde or the Mountain, turned back the 
wheel of revolution as litttle as that of the 
earth’s axis. Revolutions neyér return 
directly on their track. They dig gulfs 
behind them. They incorporate their 
result, with the vital tissue of the body 
politic. They become part of its living 
economy. But, though reform move- 
ments are seldom reversed, they may be 
baffled, may be disastrously arrested, or 
turned to issues foreign and pernicious. 
Look we then backward at some of the 
causes of. that relaxation we are now wit- 
nessing. The analysis of the pheneme- 
non may disclose both the danger and the 
cure. These causes are both special and 
general; they lie in the nature of mind 
and societies, and in the present condition

THE PRESENT POLITICAL RE- 


LAXATION—ITS CAUSES. 


BY T. M, POST, D. D. 


In a former article we noticed the ten- 
dencies of society to acticn and reaction, 
or an oscillation between reform and coun- 
tr-reform, so that the advance is rather 
by a species of zigzag than a direct move- 
ment along the line of. progress. This 
tendency, which is so uniform that it may 
be regarded as a general law founded on 
the very nature of society itself and of | slide down from this elevation to its ordin- 
the human mind, we think discloses itself 
Inthe present state of affairs; though it has 
proceeded as yet only to the stage of re- 
laxation, not of reaction. This relaxation 
fsexhibited in the reduced majorities or 
partial defeat, in certain quarters, of the 


hitherto victorious Republican party. 


This great and powerful party, having 


vindicated the two great principles of na- 


tional unity and universal liberty in the 


mbitrament of arms, and hithertoeasily and 


tmthusiastically dominant in that of the 
ballot, seems now in danger of being ar- 
rested, baffled, and overthrown in the hight 
of its success, while endeavoring to carry 
bo logical and practical results the victory 
achieved and the principles vindicated. 
There isa sudden collapse of its energy 
and enthusiasm: the passionate tension 
With which it grasped its vital principles 
snd bore them aloit through the conflict, 
and with which, as with the force of spasm, 
it banded together its constituent elements 
and combined them in agonism against 
the common enemy, is strangely relaxed. 
Its cohesion is enfeebled, its unity imper- 
led. Alien issues divide it. The whole 
tone of life is depressed, and in this de- 
pression the forces of dissolution are at 
work. There is a falling off or indiffer- 
tnce of its followers, and not unfrequently 
Breadiness to combine with its old ene- 


mies in the new issues that arise. 


Such even is the Yelaxation of the 
public mind that, having quelled this most 
guilty and deadly of rebellions on the field 
of force, at the cost of billions of meney 
and half a million of human lives, it seems 
likely to want vigor, not to say to punish, 
but even to brand by solemn judicial con- 
Yiction,as a crime,the deliberate, persistent, 
insidious, perjured treason that plotted it 
for years in times of profowrd and pros- 
perous peace. Its chief—snared into it by

Among the causes found in our common 
humanity is its liability to weariness of 
any high or intense mood of the emotions 
or the will. Reform is always an effort, 
often a paroxysm. Itis a sudden spasm, 
ora protracted agonism against difficul- 
ties and hostilities certain te be encoun- 
tered from some form of our human self- 
ishness, or from the vested rights or 
wrongs which they assail. They provoke 
the resentment of the disturbed ideas, or- 
der, or interests of society. They require 
an abnormal putting forth of strength, lia- 
ble to be followed by exhaustion. Indif- 
ferency and relaxation are wont to suc- 
ceed the strain of extraordinary passion 
and parpose. The same law holds'in re- 
gard to all great and intense eqpvulsions 
and struggles of socicty; especially such 
as that of the strife for national life in the 
conflict of arms through which we have 
just passed. The extraordinary excite- 
ment and exaltation of the public mind in 
such crises may for a time “lift the mass 
to a loftiness of heroic doing, daring, and 
suffering. But they cannot, certainly, 
with the present average character of hu- 
manity, be permanently held at that hight. 
Their condition is abnormal, above their 
ordinary range of life and passion. There 
must: follow a remission, and society will 


ary level. 

Itisasad truth that men, for the most 
part, are not heroes or martyrs. From 
the extraordinary tension requisite to act 
the part of such, they must in time relax 
from sheer exhaustion; and they will 
either lapse into languor or jndifferentism, 
or will drift back into the old selfish and 
sordid current. 

Another explanation of this, and of 
similar tendencies to counter-reforms, gen- 
erally, is found in the fact that principles 
and issues that at first startle nations as 
with the blast of a war-trumpet, lose in 
time much of their power to wake en- 
thusiasm. - With the loss of novelty they 
become staled, and the same passions no 
longer respond to them; the public mind 
grows in a measure insensible to them. 
Itis a law of Nature. History exhibits 
nothing grander than the national upris- 
ing, at the call to arms for the country, in 
the beginning of the war. That spectacle 
could not be repeated. The mind of the 
nation hardened and grew intenser in its 
resolve toward the close of the war; but 
that magnificent enthusiasm could not be 
recalled on the same issues. 

But in all such cases the intermission 
of sensibility is temporary. If the origin- 
al issues were wise and worthy, they will 
in time return to the domination of the 
public mind, with a power more strong, 
profound, intelligent, and enduring than 
before; and they will pass from a passien 
or enthusiasm, to become the habit and 
order of national thought and life. But 
principles, in the name of which our re- 
cent great battle was fought and won, we 
believe, ate true and eternal; and mustin 
time thoroughly dominate the public rea- 
son and conscience, and establish their 
rule in permanent institutions. 

Another cause of reactive tendencies is 
found in the fact that results striven for 
aré wont to disappoint us when achieved. 
They are not all we expected. They do 
not come up to the estimate of our pre- 


and manner of their actuality offend; and 
we turn away from benefits most benign 
and glorious with disgust, because of inci- 
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see anything grander tm humanity in all 
its course. But we are wont to be disap- 
pointed in reform, that the conquest of 
one evil has not een the élimination of 
all. Victory was to our thought to have 
emparadised us; and, now that we have 
fought the fiend, and seemingly van- 
quished him, we are sadly surprised to 
find ourselver still far from Eden.) When 
we were to have rejoiced under the 
trophies of victory, we find ‘durselves in- 
fested with a legion of devils—the fiercer 
even for our triumph over the one ex: 
pelled or chained, as though his rancor 
had been added to their own. 

So, slavery being slain, manifold social 
evils—intemperance, lust, violence, fraud, 
debaw@hery, and all the yices of a sordid 
selfishness—seem to revel around its grave ; 
the more shameless and eager for having 
for tlie time been some of them overborne 
by the pressure of our great national life- 
struggle; and the forced, unnatural parex- 
ysm of public virtue. It seems, indeed, in 
some aspect, little more than the trausfer 
of disease that we have achieved. The 
“ Lost-Cause” seems to have injected its 
venom, end malignity into the social pests 
that have survived it. Meannesses, false- 
hoods, vices, and crimes, that seemed 
hushed awhile, like reptiles in a storm, 
now that the storm is passed, are seen 
crawling forth, quickened and hissing! 
and the enthusizsm of h2roism and philan- 
thropy that hed been for the hour evoked 
retires, disheartened and disgusted from. 
the field as if all were lost—as if all the 
toil, dering, suffering, and sacrifice had 
beensquandered on a philanthropic dream. 
Slavery, indeed, is dead; but its car- 
cass seems to crawl with all venomous 
and reptile creaturés vices, frauds, and 
shames; These are emergent from its 
sepuiicher. _ Revolution . brings - crime 
to the surface. Moreover, the re- 
senfments, hates, discomforts, inca- 
pacities, and impeverishment attendant 
of necessity on's great social change, like 
the ‘abolition of slavery, continue, and 
must for a while continue, in what were 
slave states. The cancer is exscinded ; but 
the wound still bleeds, stings, and ul 
cerates. : 
‘Bat this condition of things 1s tempora- 
ry. ‘The party of reform will soon) find 
that, though their advance seemingly car- 
ried them into the thick of the enemy, it 
has theréwith stormed a citadel—a central 
stronghold, extensively commanding the 
field, and which will powerfully aid 
toward a final, complete victory. The 
abolition of slavery will ultimately be 
found to be the overthrow of the most 
powerful abettor and ally of all social 
evils. Other causes of our present politi- 
cal malady, and the question of remedy, 
claim attention ; but mugt be deferred to 
another number. 





SWEDEN AND HER PEOPLE.

In early Au- 
gust the air had tous alate September 
coolness; but the Swedes thought it a 
burning midsummer, and the nobility and 
fashion of the country were away at 
Frederickshald, and Stromstadt, and 
other favorite bathing-places on the west 
coast, where they could get the cold surge 
of the open sea. At noon, with a clear 
sky, there was heat; but the air and the 
earth never seemed to become warm, and 
the moment the sun was obscured by a 
passing cloud there wasa chill in the at- 
mosphere and a gray hue over the land- 
scape. By the way, the gold or crimson 
glow that accompanies the setting sun 
does noterest in these high latitudes 
merely above the spot where he goes 
down, but is diffused often quite round the 
horizon, lingering and blending with the 
white light of stars, y 

Yet, in spite of the low temperature, 
vegetation thrives, and the crops are more 
varied and abundant than would be 
thought possible in a region verging on 
the Arctic Circle. Wheat ripens only in 
in the southern part of the peninsula, and 
its use is confined to the higher classes; 
but rye, oats, barley, and potatoes are gen- 
erally and extensively cultivated. In the 
the extreme south, grapes, walnuts, and 
melons ripen in the open air; in favored 
situations, apples, pears, plums, and cher- 
ries, as far north as the 63d parallel; while 
gooseberries, currants, and hops are grown 
even higher. The pastures are extensive 
and excellent; and the milk, the butter, 
and the cheese are of a very superior 
quality. Very little attention is given to 
manufactures; and those who are not en- 
gaged in agriculture find employment in 
the fisheries or the mines. The tron of 
Sweden is an important article of com- 
merce. From it the finest steel is made 
for the Sheffield cutlery and the Birming- 
ham hardware. The adjacent seas and 
rivers yield an inexhaustible supply of 
fish for the home market, and also furnish 
immense quantities to the countries bor- 
dering on the Mediterranean. 

The Swedish aristocracy are as old and 
quite as proud as any in Europe. Many 
of them are unable to apprecitte the fact 
that the ideas of the Middle Ages are no 
longer practicable; hence they cling to 
their old castles and often poor domains, 
seeking with avidity every place at court 
and in the army, and scorning to enter 
into any kind of business, lest they should 
degrade their rank. From time to time, 
however, some of them afe obliged to part 
with their estates. It is reckoned that 
within the last thirty years lands to the 
value of $10,000,000 have thus been thrown 
into the market, to the benefit of the com- 
mon people. There are some twenty-five 
hundred noble families in Sweden, the 
chief of each one of which takes

The clergy are a large and im- 
portant class in Sweden, and rank in the 
Diet next to the nobility. Then follow the 
burgesses and the peasants, each constitut- 
ing a distinct chamber. The votes of all 
are necessary to Carry any measure rela- 
tive to finance or the privileges of either 
order, and the votes of three out of the 
four for any other matter. Thus the no- 
bles have no great ascendancy in the na- 
tional councils. :

Lutheranism is the religion of the state; 
but, though the law allows other forms, 
yet so intolerant is the church that by 
sv>sequent enactments those who em- 
brace a different mode of Christian ‘wor- 
ship (one may turn Pagan or Moslem with 
impunity) are liable to “fine, confiscation 
of property, and imprisonment.” Of late 
years the bishops and’clergy have been 
greatly troubled by a sect in the north of 
of the. country, calling itself the Free 
Evangelical Lutheran Church; and perse- 
cuted as it is, itis likely to increase and 
annoy them yet more. Every child in 
the national church receives a prescribed 
amount of religious instruction, to fit it for 
confirmation; and every person, before 
pattaking of the communion, must go 
through certain preparatory ceremonies, 
which if omitted expose them to “im- 
prisOnment on bread and water,” They 
can neither marry, nor obiain employ- 
ment, nor testify in court, nor are they 
eligible to civil privileges, until they have 
so partaken. Thus the- sacrament be- 
comes the stepping-stone to wordly re- 
spectability and prosperity ;. and thus it 
follows (is it not a legitimate conse- 
quence ?) that Sweden, as statistics show 

has more crime in proportion to her pop- 
ulation than any other country of En- 
repe. As to education, it is strictly under 
the charge and control of the church, 
Primary instruction is general, as in Den- 
mark; but in the north, on account of the 
few inhabitants and the rough country, it 


system of strolling teachers has been 
adopted. Every large town has its Lati™ 
schools, and of late years its schools 
where matters of practical science and of 
trade and business are taught; added to 
which there are many private establish- 
ments, with military colleges, gymnasia, 
and the universities of Lund and Upsala. 
Ignorance in Sweden must be voluntary. 

Stockholm reminds me of those ancient 
houses of New England, with a high, 
stately, many-windowed front, but with 
the roof in the rear sloping ignobly almost 
to the ground.. Approaching it from the 
Baltic, it rise@in imposing beauty upon its 
islands—the royal palace, the central and 
most conspicuous object, giving dignity 
and character to the whole. Entering it 
from the land side, with the water-view 
quite obscured, it seems only an insignifi- 
cant town. From the Malar Lake a broad 
stream runs through the heart of the city, 
with a current swift and strong as that of 
the Rhone at Geneva, and seeks the east- 
ern sea. ' There is little show or splendor 
in the streets ; but, the houses being built 
principally of light brick and stone, they 
have a cheerful, almost gay, aspect, which 
belongs neither to Copenhagen nor Chris- 
tiane. The people are scarcely so tall as 
the Norwegians; but they are equally fair 
and ‘ruddy, and have, perhaps, more deli- 
cacy and beauty of feature. There, 
as everywhere, the upper classes fol- 
Jow Paris fashions; but the women 


petticoat and bright bodice of ancient 
times ; while low shoes, with high heels 
set in the middle of the foot, and a white 
cap, or ofténer a silk handkerchief, tied 
over the head, complete the attire. They 
believe in a substantial dict here, and in 
the dining-rooms of Stockholm, as well as 
throughout the country, a side-table is 
spread with bread and butter, cold ham, 
sardines, and other relishes, flanked by 
various liquors; and to these all help 
themselves, standing, before sitting down 
to the regular meal. We found the cook- 
ing quite geod, in spite of the French say- 
ing, “ They do not dine in Sweden—they 
eat.” Near the city are several pleasant 
parks ; one of which, the Deer Park, hay- 
ing delightful walks and drives, and being 
fitted up with concert-rooms, dancing- 
halls, and cafés, isa favorite place of re- 
sort.

an ancient Gothic structure, and the Royal 
Palace, built a hundred years ago, a mira- 
cle of architectural beauty in the eyes of 
the Swedes.. The ehurch is the mauso- 
leum of the Swedish kings, and is decora- 
ted with banners and trophies cghavar. 
Here, by the side of Gustavus Adolphus 
and Charles XIL, in a superb sarcopha- 
gus of porphyry, rests Bernadotte, Gen- 
eral of Franee and King of Sweden. 
What most attracted me in the Royal Pal- 
ace was the portrait of Désirée Clary, his 
wife. Daughter of an eminent merchant 
of Marseilles, her first lover was a young 
Swede, of good position and chiggetcr 
but, failing, for some reason to }. her 
father, he was refused. Scarcely seven- 
teen, she was engaged to General Duphot, 
who was murdered at Reme; and not 
long after her hand was sought by no less 
illustriots a person than the great Na- 
poleon, then @ young man, and not yet 
having seen Madame Beauharnais. A 
sentence in one of his conversations with 
her is preserved, showing how strong, even 
then, was his belief in the wonderful des- 
tiny which awaited him: “I will give 
you the most’ splendid existence. I may 
pass, perhaps, like a meteor ; but I dare to 
assure you that the memory of my pas- 
sage will remain behind.” His brother 
Joseph was already married to Désirée’s 
elder sister; and the father, declaring that 
“one Bonaparte was enough in the fam- 
ily,” dismissed Napoleon. She was soon 
after married to General Bernadotte; and 
twelve years later she became Queen of 
Sweden. At her first ball, in Stockholm, 
she chose for her partner in the dance her

RECIPE TO OBTAIN AND PRE- 
SERVE BAD PREACHING. 


BY REV. NEWMAN HALL. 


First, find a reporter wanting empley- 
ment, and a publisher or newspaper pro- 
prietor willing to make capital out of 
other people’s brains, and able to under- 
sell the regular literary market by saving 
the payment usually made for authorship. 

Shake them well up together, till they 
come to a mutual agreement. A settle- 
ment will then take place. The reporting 
element, being much the lighter in the re- 
sult, will rise to the surface. Next, look 
out for some preacher who does not read 
carefully from a prepared manuscript, and 
who therefore is unable, even should he 
wish it,-to send his sermon to the press, 
and defeat the project by anticipation. 

Let said reporter station himself near the 
pulpit, where he will catch every syllable 
of the speaker. When the sermon begins, 
let the pencil begin; when the preacher 
pauses, let it pause ; when hes ick- 

We let it rhe along the inch whee he 

lingers in his utterance, let it also linger; 

and when he shuts the Bible, let the re- 

porter shut his note-book, and say —Amen 

Repeat the process, so that the preacher 
may know that whenever he preaches all 
he says will be recorded just as he 
says it. Then let one of the ser- 
mons thus recorded be published—not 
as an article of news, but as a true 
and complete version of such discourse. 

At the same time; let it be announced that 
all the said preacher’s sermons will be 
thus published. Do not consult his wishes 
beforehand. .Give him no option ag to 

whether he desires any particular dis- 
course withheld for the present, He may 
want to preach it elsewhere, and will feel 
a difficulty in so doing if the people have 
previously read it. He may intend it to 
be a portion of some volume which he 
has been meditating and laboriously pre- 
paring during several years, and may not 
wish any part’of the book to look like a 
reprint. may,-therefore, accept your 
courtesy in consulting him, and forbid 
publication. Do not give him the oppor- 
tunity to correct the proofs, for this will 
delay you. Therefore, on no account let 
ure be dependent on his 
whims. The thoughts are his; but give 
him no control over the publishing of 
them beyond his present auditors, nor 
over the perpetuation of them in that 
shape. Persevere in the application, and 
the recipe is sure to be successful. The 
said preacher will alter his style. He will 
speak to the reporter, and not alone to 
the audience. He will speak as an author, 
and not alone as a preacher. He will be
